Press correspondent says the excite- 
ment at Honolulu over the political 
situation is growing in intensity. The 
provisional government is as firm as 
ever in its determination to maintain its 
position and is completing preparations 
to resist any effort which might be 
madé to restore the monarchy. The 
members of the police force. of the is- 
lands Haye beet Hotified they would be 
the goyernment; and a number of 
them have been dismissed for refusing 
to obey the order. 

The Minister of the United States 
had written the “provisional govern- 
ment requesting the surrender of their 
offices as the United States had de- 
cided in favor of the restoration of the 
Queen. The Minister informed the 
government that Liliuokalani had 
agreed to grant an amnesty to all 
who had taken’ part in the revolution, 
to ratify the obligations of the present 
government and to govern faithfully 
in accordance with the present consti- 
stution. The government was preparing 
a long reply to the Minigter. 

The Commercial Advertiser of Hono- 
lulu in an article suporting the gov- 
ernment declares that the United 
States Congress has taken the matter 
out of President Cleveland’s hands by 
calling for the papers in the Hawaiian 
correspondence,. and asserts that the 
provisional government will not retire 
from power unless compelled by force, 
which it says is not likely to be em- 
ployed. 

Temporary repairs have been made 
to the Canadian and Aust*allan Steam- 
ship Company’s steamer Miowera, 
which was stranded at Honolulu last 
October, and she will proceed to San 
Francisco. 

ALEXANDER TESTIFIES. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—The Senate 
sub-committee of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations resumed investiga- 
tion of the Hawaiian situation this 
morning. Prof. Alexander was again 
the only witness present and the exam- 
ination continued on the line begun 
yesterday. The professor devoted much 
time to relating the details of the revo- 
lution of January and explaining the 
part taken by the American Minister 
and troops of the United States and 
showed conclusively, to his own mind 
at least, that the revolution was en- 
tirely in@ependent of the official in- 
fluence of this country. 

Senator Butler had not been present 
at any of the previous meetings and 
was especially interested at the nar- 
rative of Mr. Alexander and asked 
many questions concerning the people 
of all races on the islands. All ques- 
tions were answered to the apparent 
satisfaction of the Senator. 

The understanding now is that the 
inquiry will be pushed to as speedy a 
conclusion as possible in the interest of 
thoroughness. It is possible that time 
may be asked to send to Hawaii for 
witnesses and it is hinted that Hon. P. 
C. Jones who hastenen away toward 
Honolulu on the afternoon of his ap- 
pearance before the cémmittee goes 
chiefly as a messenger of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to re- 
quest the attendance of persons now 
on the islands to appear before the 
committee. In that event the com- 
mittee will not be able to report be- | 
fore some time in February.

convened. 

The Republicans are naturally jubi- 
lant over the success of their efforts

' Tt is.a wise thing for nations, no less 
than individuals, to look backward at 


times and review their own history and 
atudy .the causes which have preduced 
success or disaster. And never in the 
eaurse cf our whole industrial history 
was there a year that stom out more 
suggestively as an abject lesson for the 
American people than the one just 
closed for, as far as economic condi- 


tions are concerned, its experiences 


were new and siartlinge to the average 
American citizen. Hard times we have 
seen before. but never before, perhaps, 
have we, or any other civilized people, 
faced so much of disaster and in- 
dustrial distress as has confronted us 


during the year just ended. The figures 
employed to express the estimated 
money joss te the people of this coun- 
try resulting from the industrial dis- 
turbance which we have experienced, 
place the agsregaie at hundreds of 
millions of dollars. an amount beyond 
the real conception of the ordinary 
mind so vast is the sum which is ex- 
presses. And one most serious feature 
of this loss is that its weight nas fallen 
£0 vily upon the class least able 
a: bear it--the wage-earners of the 
country, men and women representing 
every department. of labor and de- 
pendent wholly upon their daily earn- 
ings. Compelled by the stress of hard 
times, the owners of shops and fac- 
tories and mines and other great in- 
dustries were obliged to suspend opera- 
tions, thus throwing thousanas out of 
employment and compelling them to 
eat the bread of idleness when they 
eould get any bread at all to eak A 
political economist who has made the 
matter a subject of investigation as- 
serts that a thousand millions of dol- 
lars, “or more than one-third of the 
national debt at the close of the war,’ 
is an under rather than over-estimate 
of the losses incurred by the employers 
who were compelled to shut down 
Business and of that cl which was 
sent out into enforced idleness. Among 
these latter want and hunger have 
stalked and,they have come into closer 
experience with the poverty-stricken 
ofthe Old World than we have here- 
it possible that the 
American laborer shoyia ever come. 

‘David A. Wells, one of the foremost 
students of economics in the United 
States, contributes a well-written and 
carefully-considered article to the cur- 
rent number of The Forum on “The 
Teaching of Our Recent Economic Ex- 
periences,”’ in which he reviews the 
great disturbances which have affectea 
‘our industrial world in all its leading 
‘departments and seeks to trace out 
the cause ofthis trouble. The figures 
twhich he gives are suggestive of the 
luniversality of this financial disturbance 
4m the United States and. they would 
' still more so if brought down to the 
close of the year, and they point most 
Significantly to some active disturbing 
cause which must have prodyced these 
unusual results. One glance atthe 
Stupendous figures whieh -he gives us 
will be sufficient to illustrate the wide- 
Spread distrust prevailing in financial 
circles. He says: 

“Between the 4th of May. ; 
22th of deposits to = 
Of $194,000.000 were withdrawn from the 
Miational banks alone. Between the 4th 
lof May and the 2d of. October, these 
Withdrawals amounted to $378,000, 
19299,000,000 by individuals, and $79,000,- 
00 by banks and bankers. And if to 
this sum the withdrawals; which oc- 
Gurred in like proportions from savings 

nKs, State binks, trust companies 
m™nd private banks be added, the aggre- 
mate would undoubiedly exceed $500,000,- 
000. To meet this drain the national 
Danks were coumpelied to call in loans 
fo the extent of $518,000,000 and all 
the other banking institutions of the 
country pursued a similar policy. This

hefore pointed out, a distrust on the 
part of the people of the United States, 
of the future’ of the money of their 
country, which distrust in time was 
ereated by an artificial, unnecessary 
and unnatural natienal fiscal policy.’ 


To remedy this condition of things 
and to prevent a recurrence of like 
evils, the writer very earnestly urges 


the importance $f a liberal education in 
matters pertaining to political economy. 
lt should be held to be one ef the 
essentials of popular education and we 
should do away with the practice of 
“subordinating in legishkition economic 
principles and business interests to 
party purposes.”” What every prosperous 
nation must have is stability in _its 
niopetary system. England has not 
changed in this respect for a century, 
for her opposing parties are-_rarely at 
war in regard to her financial policy. 
Let our American schools come to our 
help in these matters by educating the 
youth of America to a better under- 
standing of the laws of a wise political 
economy—that political economy which 
is “the history of the world’s expe- 
rience in endeavoring to better its ma- 


terial condition, and the making of 
correct’ deductions from such expe- 
rience, with a view to present and 


future guidance in furtherance of the 
same purpose.”” When this is accom- 
plished we may hope for statesmen fn- 
stead of politicians to mold our legisla- 
tion and to control it in the finterests 
of the people, and then we need not 
anticipate a renewal of the experience 
of the past year. 


EXTRAVAGANCE AND CRUELTY. 


A dispatch from Western Texas states 
that sheep men estimate that 50 per 
eent. of the sheep in that section will 
die during the present winter as there 
is nothing for them to eat except dead 
grass. There is some water but the 
cow men are fencing and guarding it. 
The grass has been killed by frost. It 
is considered quite likely that there 
will be trouble between the two parties, 
as both sides are armed. This is only 
an example of the fact that the system 
of pasturing animals on open ranges, as 
at present carried on in the-West, is 


not only an extravagant, but a cruel | 


one. Every winter witnesses the miser- 
able death of thousands upon thousands 
of animals throughout the Western 
plains and the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion, which are left to die lingeringly 
of cold and hunger. Apart from the ex- 
travagance and wastefulness it is 
really a matter which appears to be 
more worthy of attention from the 
S.P.C.A. than many subjects which have 
received the lengthy; consideration of 
that association. Every one who at- 
tempts to raise cattle on the open 
ranges of the country should make some 
preparation for the s®pport of his stock 
in .dry,or unfavorable years by secur- 
ing sufficient water supply, and by 
planting a patch of some variety of 
forage plant to take the place of nat- 
uPal grass when the latter gives out. 
It will not be many years before the 
territory over which these herds now 
graze will be occupied by horticultu- 
rists, but meantime there is no reason 
why ‘stock-raising should be carried on 
in a manner combining wholesale ex. 
travagance with cruelty. 


SLOYD. 


The Times has frequently referred 
to the necessity for a more general 
adoption of the system of manual 
training in preference to the great in- 
crease of classical and literary teach- 
ing which is given in our numerous 
universities. It is encouraging to see 
that the manual training idea is becom- 
ing very popular throughout the coun- 
try. In San Francisco it is reported 
that a veritable reform is in progress 
in educational cirtles, the key-note 
of which is manual training, or as 
the reformers technically call it the 
“Sloyd.” The leader in this important 
movement is also one of the leaders 
of social life on this Coast, Mrs. Charles 
Webb Howard. The particular cause 
of bringing ‘‘Sloyd” to the front at 
this time is the visit to this Coast, 
of Gustaf Larsson, principal of the 
Sloyd Training School of Boston. At 
a recent lecture at the Oakland High 
Schoo! Mr. Larsson explained to the 
audience his methods and how his sys- 
tem differs from what is known and 
practiced in San Francisco and Oak- 
land as manual training. The idea. of 
industrial training, carpentry or, as 
the so-called practical men say, “‘learn- 
ing a trade,” is what is attempted in 
these cities and all this he’says is fur- 
_thest from the ideas of Sloyd. 

The Sloy@ system had its origin in 
Sweden where it has been practiced 
for over twenty years. The word sloyd 
means manual training for the sake 
of general development, physical, men- 
tal and moral, and it also means a 
kind of hand-work which will best 
stimulate the. best kind of head-work. 

The methods are based on the fol- 
lowing ideas: The exercises should fol- 
low in a progressive order from the 
simple to the complex without an 
injurious break. There should be the 
greatest possible variety, avoiding too 
great mental tension, confusion . or 
physical strain. Some useful and com- 
plete article should be the result 
sought at the very outset. Beauty of 
form. and proportion should be united 
in utility. A beginning is made with 
children just out of the kindergarten. 
Drawing from models is the first step. 
The knife is the first and fundamental | 
tool. Sloyd means a carefully trained 
teacher,

Work for the Unemployed. _ 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 4.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) The question of 
the day is*what can be done to allevi- 
ate the wants of the unemployed. 
There is no doubt but what there are 
hundreds of worthy men in the city 
who cannot find employment. There are 
also hundreds in want who would prefer 
to beg rather thando honest work at 
fair prices. Under the present condi- 
tion of things the great army of idle 
men“in order to get work must ex- 
pecti.to work cheap. If they will I 
think I can suggest a way with the as- 
sistance of the City Council to put 
them all to work, There is a demand 
for crushed rock for street paving 
purposes at about $2 per cubic yard, 
and it should be for street re-. 
pairing, as it costs t city about $2 
a yard for the ordinary gravel now 
used. My plan is for the city to rent 
suitable ground centrally located and 
purchase boulders, such as are found 
in the river and Arroyo Seco, at say 
75 cents per yard delivered in the yard. 
This will give employment to many 
poor men owning teams who cannot 
do better and pay the men say from 
50 to 75 cents per cubic yard for break- 
ing them-—-75 cents to all men whose 
names appear in the city directory 
and 50 cents to the tourist element, 
the work to be done under an in- 
spe®tor furnished by the city who will 
measure and receint for all rock re- 
eeived and broken. The city can then 
in letting contracts for paving stip- 
ulate to furnish the crushed rock at 
the reguler price. 

Aliso street, now about to be paved, 
will require many thousand yards. To 
illustrate my idea in full would require 
too much of your space, but I am so 
sure of the practicability of the plan 
that if the city will not try it nor fur- 
nish other work I will be one of ten to 
put in say $1000 each, providing the 
city will agree to purchase or assist in 
disposing of the material.

Judge Clark, 


A Nice Legal Question Involved 


in the Case, 


‘Fight for the Possession of Patrick 
Conroy’s Estate, 


Supreme Court Opinion Received for Filing— 
- A Case Won by the Public Ad- 
ministrator—Notes and 
Personals. | 


The trial of the contest arising upon 
a petition for the admission tq probate 
of a document purporting to be the 
last will and testament of Patrick C. 
Conroy, deceased, was commenced be- 
fore Judge Clark in the Probate Court 
yesterday and will, in all probability, 
occupy his attention for several days, 

The facts in the case, which involves 
a very nice legal question, a& gathered 
from the voluminous pleadings therein, 
are briefly stated as follows: 

Patrick C. Conroy, a resident of Sho- 
shone county, Idaho, died ‘at New York 
on September 3, 1892, leaving a valuable 
estate which included some $20,000 
worth of real estate in this county. 
His next of kin, his two minor children, 
Charles Clifford Conroy ahd Margaret 


Conroy, are in the istody of 
their aunts Bridget and Hliza Conroy, 
Who were duly appointed guardians 


of said minors immediately after the 
death of their father. + 

On January 4, 1893, these heirs, by 
their - guardians ad litem, offered for 
probate in the local court a certified 
copy of the last will and testament of 
their father, the original having already 
been proven and admitted to probate in 
the County Court of Arapahoe county, 
State of Colorado, on October 24, 1892, 
which instrument reads as follaws: 

“DENVER (Colo.,) Jan. 14, 1888. 

“I, Patrick C. Conroy, of Denver, Ara‘ 
pahoe county, Colorado, declare this to 
be my last will and testament: 

/‘First. I bequeath to my sisters, 
Bridget Conroyeand Eliza Conroy, my 
interests in Santa Ana, Los Angeles 
county, California. 

“Second. All the rest of my estate, 
both real and personal to be divided 
equally between my children (Charles 
Conroy and Margaret Conroy. 

‘Third. I appoint my sisters afore- 
said and Michael F. O’Dea, of Los An- 
geles, Cal., executors of this, my last. 
will and testament, and expressly re- 
quest and direct that no bonds be re- 
quired of them. 

“Fourth. I appoint my sisters afore- 
said to be the guardians of and have 
the custody and care of my children. 

Fifth. I ask my old and dear friend, 
Michael F. O'Dea to so protect my 
estate in California, that the best re- 
sults shall accrue to my legatees.

Colorado, on October 24, 1892, as above 
stated, and that O’Dea knew of the 


to be appointed executor thereunder by 
not joining in the petition for its ad- 
mission; that decedent was incompe- 
tent and not of sound and disposing 
mind when he signed the document 
of August 8, 1892, and that as O’Dea 
and Conroy were business partriers 
at the time of the latter’s death and 
had been connected together for many 
years_ prior thereto, O’Dea’s interests 
would conflict with those of the heirs, 
and therefore it-would not be to the 
best interests of the heirs and estate 
to appoint him executor. * -- 

O’ Dea, on the other hand, by way of 
an answer to the contést, alleges 
among other things that Bridget and 
Eliza Conroy, the guardians of the 
heirs, are incompetent to serve as ex- 
ecutors of said estate by reason of 
their improvidence and want of under- 
standing sufficient to execute the duties 
of said trust, and further claims that 
the document which he offers is not 
only a will but that it revokes all 
other previous wills made by decedent. 
Each party to the action also. files vol- 
uminous objections to the petitioh and 
contest of the oppostion, in whith the 
same facts are practically set ‘forth.

NOT IN CONTEMPT. 

The Supreme Court has annulled th 
order of the Superior Court of San 
Diego county adjudging Julia V. Stew- 
art and W. B. Prentice guilty of con- 
tempt for a disobedience of its -judg- 
ment, in response to their application 
for a writ of review, which was re- 
cently heard in San Francisco, an opin- 
ion to that effect written by Justice 
Paterson and concurred in by his cel- 
leagues of Department One, having 
been received for filing in this cit 
yesterday. 

It appears that the petitioners, Julia 
V. Stewart and W. B. Prentice, en- 
tered into a contract with one Hill, 
whereby they agreed to deliver.to th 
latter or his exe¢utors, representativ 
and assigns, at a certain point on the 
line of their pipe, water mot to exceed 
ten miners’ inches in perpetual flow’ 
under a four-inch pressure for a term 
of twenty years. Thereafter Hill sold 
and assigned all his rights under the 
contract to one J. W. Sefton, who. con-. 
structed a pipe line exten@ing from the 
point mentioned in the @ontract to his 
ranch and thereupon demanded of 
Stewart and Prentice that he be al- 


lowed to make a direet connection he- |)

of water. This demand was refused, it

The case 
was tried upon its merits, and judg- 
ment was rendered fn favor of plaintiff, 
awarding him $1 damages and the right 
to make the connection prayed for. It 
was further decreed that defendants 
desist and refrain from interfering with 
plaintiff m connecting his -pipe with 
their pipe line and thereafter, for the 
period of twenty-five years, in any man- 
ner interfering with or preventing the 
flow of two miners’ inches of water 
from their pipe. Immediately after the 
entry of this judgment, defendants per- 
fected an appeal; but plaintiff, not- 
withstanding the fact that notice of ap- 
peal had been served and an mgm 
ing given, entered on defendants prem- 
ises, cut into their pipe and connected 
Under the ad- 
vice of counsel that the perfecting of 
the appeal stayed all proceedings, the 


‘defendants severed the connection; but 


plaintiff again cut their pipe and made 
another connection, which was also 
broken by defendants, who were there- 
upon cited to show cause before the 
Superior Court and, after a hearing, 
adjudged guilty of contempt. 

The Supreme Court holds, however, 
that the appeal taken by defendants 
operated as a supersedeas against the 
judgment. insofar as it authorized 
plaintiff to connect his pipe with that 
of defendants, and that the court below 
exceeded its jurisdiction in adjudging 
defendants guilty of contempt under the 
existing circumstances. 

WON BY THE PUBLIC ADMINISTRA- 
TOR. 

Judge Clark yesterday afternoon ren- 
dered his decision in the matter of the 
contest arising upon a petition for let- 
ters of administration, in the matter 
of the estate of Mary C. Trantum, de- 
ceased, ordering that letters be issued 
to the Public Administrator, Frank M. 
Kelsey, for the reasons. set forth in a 
written opinion filed therein. 

Mrs. Trantum, who was a resident of 
this. county and State, died intestate 
while on a visit to relatives in the East, 
leaving surviving her, as her only child 
and next+of kin, a minor son. .The 
child did not return to.this State, and 
is now residing with an uncle in the 
State of Michigan. A. M. Stephens, 
sq., who has been appointed as guar- 
ian of the estate of said minor in this 
tate, petitioned to be appointed ad- 
ministrator of the estate of the mother, 
¢laiming to be entitled to such appoint- 
ment under the provisions of section 
1368 of the Code of Civil Procedure, but 
the Public Administrator contested this 
petition, ahd filed a counter petition, 
praying that letters be issued to him. 

It is held by Judge Clark that the 
section referred to must remain prac- 
tically inoperative so long as section 
1369 remains unmodified and unrepealed 
the Legislature having provided in the 
former for a contingency which cannot 
arise while the latter is in force and 
for that reason the petition of the con- 
testant is granted.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 4-—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Louisville, Evans- 
ville and St. Louis Consolidated Rail- 
road was placed in«the hands of re- 
ceivers at Indianapolis today. It is 
known better by its title as the “Air 
Line.’’ The line runs from St. Louis to 
Louisville, a distance of 273 miles. The 
road is operated in conjunction with 
the Evansville and Terre Haute and 
Peoria, Decatur and Evansville roads, 
though separate corporations, and 
formed what has been called the Mac- 
kay system, D. J. Mackay of Evans- 
ville being its president.

Concluding Testimony Submitted by the, De- 
fense-—-The Accused Speaks Again for 
Himself-The Goard Takes the 
. Matter Under Advisement 


The investigation in the matter of 
the petition for the removal of John 
Scott from his position as County 
Horticultural Commissioner was re- 
sumed before the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday morning. 

Before any testimony was taken a 
petition was presented by Mr. Grim- 
minger, which petition called atten- 
tion to the fact that an act of.the 
Legislature provided that th oard 
of Supervisors could, on pétition of 
twenty-five orchardists, appoint a hor- 
ticultural com ion of any number 
three members. Continuing, 
t said: 

‘“‘Whereas, under said act this board 
has duly appointed one commissioner 
Only for the county, and 

‘‘Whereas, the undersigned petition- 
ers are satisfied of the facts and ac- 
cordingly so represent to your honor- 
able body that it would be for the 
best interests of the horticulturists of 
said county if id board would in- 
crease the number of said board to 
two commissioners instead of one only, 

d belteve aleo, and so aver, that 
such appointment would materially re- 
duce the expenses of conducting said 
commission instead of increasing them, 


‘“‘Whereas, the @ndersigned verily be- 


lieve that the horticultural interests. 


of this county are now of such magni- 
tude as to require the united services 
and constant efforts of two such com- 
missioners. 

“Therefore, as is required by such 
act, we respectfully state that all the 
orchards, or substantially all the or- 
chards, in said county are now in a 
very great degree infested with scale 
insects of the red, yellow, black and 


_ purple varjeties, all of which are in- 


jurious to the citrus and deciduous 
trees of said county. and in _ conse- 
quence of the foregoing facts we re- 
spectfully ask this board to appoint a 
second horticultyral commissioner for 
this county . that each commissioner 
may have the more active charge of 
a special district of territory to be 
designated by your body.” 

Mr. Grimminger urged that although 
such @ move would entail an increased 
expense for salaries, it would be true 
economy es the two commissioners 
would be able to attend to the work 
through the county much more har- 
moniously and _ satisfactorily. 

The communication was placed on 


file. 


The examination of witnesses being 
resumed. F. Q. Story of Alhambra was 
called. He stated he was an orchardist 
and thought that since Mr. Scott had 
been commissioner the work of the’ of- 
fice -had been done: very efficiently. 


_ About two years ago he was about to | 


send a lot of trees to Monrovia. Wit- 
eness was notified by Mr. Scott that 
the trees had black scale and must be 
cleaned. Witness said to Mr. Scott 
that Monrovia was full of black scale, 
but Mr. Scott said it was his (Scott's) 
duty to see_that the trees were cleaned 
before being shipped. Witness accord- 
ingly had the trees thoroughly 
scrubbed. He thought at the time that 
Mr. Scott was a little harsh, but since 
then had arrived at the conclusion that 
Mr. Scott had done just about right. 
Witness heard a number of complaints 
from orchardists, which complaints 
were to the effect that Mr. Scott was 
rigidly enforcing the provisions of the 
law ‘regarding the various kinds of 
scale. He t ght the position of 
Horticultural Commissioner was a dif- 
ficult one to fill, especially when a part 
of the orchardists were complaining 
that he was not strict enough in the 
performance of his duty and the others 
were finding fault with him as being 
too strict. 

H. L. McNeil testified that he had 
charge of about 250 acres of orchard at 
Azusa and other places. He had had 
an opportunity to observe the manner 
in which infected trees had been quar- 
antined under direction of Mr. Scott 
and thought he attended to his duties 
in an efficient manner. 

John Burr, a former Horticultural 
Commissioner, testified that when he 
orcupied the office there were three 
members of the board. He thought 
that the work was done scarcely as 
satisfactorily under three commission- 
ers as under une. The trouble might 
be that the three commissioners would 
disagree. Witness had for some time 
been inspector at San Fernando under 
Mr. Scott and as far as he had been 
able to ‘observe in that locality, he 
believed that Mr. Scott had attended 
faithfully to his duties. 

C. E. White of Pomona testified that 
he had about forty acres of orange or- 
chard af that place. During Mr. Scott’s 
incumbency, t gentleman had vis- 
ited Pomona a number of times and 
had got rid of a good deal of bad scale. 
Witness. had heard considerable said 
avout Mr. Scott’s performance of his 
duties and the general impression 


formed the duties of his oftice in an ef- 
ficient manner. The yellow scale had 

nh one of the worst kinds they had 
had -at Pomona, and under Mr. Scott's 


direction it had 
eradicated, had been at least nearly 


orchard, but it at present seemed to

and burning them, after’ whic 
the trees were washed with a aaa 
solution of what was known as or- 
chard soap. He thought Mr. Scott had 
attended to his duties efficiently. Two 
or threé nurserymen near him had 
found a good deal of fault with Mr. 
Scott because of their being compelled 
to clean up their trees. Witness 
thought that if a systematic effort to 
destroy Ea had. been begun three years 
ago, and continued until the present 
time against the purple scale, even 
then it might nof have been eradicated. 
The purple scale was a difficult one to 
find even uponsa close examination 

, tree. Witness thought he was 
pretty well. acquainted with his lo- 
cality. He had heard no eomplaints 
against Mr. Scott, except those made 
by Messrs. Darrow and Stewart Bros., 
the nurserymen. 

4®TERNOON SESSION. 

R. F. House of Pomona at the after- 
noon session testified that he had 
two orange orchards at that place. 
As far as he knew Mr. Scott had been 
faithful in the discharge of his duties, 
Mr. Scott furnished him with the ve- 
dalia to clean away the white scale. 

Cross-examined, witness stated he 
was not Well acquainted with the man- 
ner in which Mr. Scott had discharged 
his dutiés. elsewhere. 

-E. M. Hotchkiss being called, stated 
that he lived near Rivera. He had fu-

gation of a car of trees belonging to 
Mr. Cunningham, and. in fact. did not 

know about. their fumieation until 
after it had been done. In many cases 
it had been found to cost much less to 
fumieate a laree tree than to give it a 

thorough examination. This had been 
done at 4 profit to the county. He had 
given his whole time to his* office. Wit- 
ness thourht that if he were to person- 
ally inspect .all the orehards in the 
county he micht be able to do so in 
ten years. This beine the case he had 
endeavored to select competent and 
eMicient inspectors for the various dis- 
tricts. He had never opposed .the in- 
trouduction of parasite ineercts. In 
fart he had kent the ved'ia in stock 

and had sent out thousands of colonies 
of it where the white scale Pod rensp-, 
neared. In the case of a parasite intro- 
duced for- red scale he knew of a 
tree where a colony of that parasite 
was placed two years aeo, and where 
the red scale was at present. he be- 
lieved, much thicker than when the 
nerasite was placed there. He wrote to 
the United States Consul at New South 
Wales and asked for all information 
obtainable regarding that parasite. He 
received 4 revly to the effect that it 
was considered advisable to keep on 
spravinge even at the risk of destroy- 
ing the larvae of the parasite. The aver- 
are cost of fumieatine trees was from 
25 to 30 cents. Large trees, with heavv 
foliage. would, of course, cost much 
more. It had been found more advisable 
to do the fumieatine during the nicht 

Witness thought that the method bv 
which the parasites furnished by the 
State board had been sent to a large 
number of orchards in colonies of but 
twenty-five, was not a fair test. Where 
the parasites had been introduced about 
Vernon he had been careful not to have 
the trees sprayed. He thought the par- 


atites in Mr. Kercheval’s orchard were } 


not at present working. Thev-had very 
likely gone into winter ouarters. 

E. T. Gary, being sworn, stated he 
was one of the arbitrators in the matter 
of the trees beloneine to Mr. Cunnine- 
ham, which trees died soon after being 
fumigated in a mr. He had nothing to 
say or to do with Mr. Scott in con- 
nection with the case. 

This closed the testimony 
brief argument by counsel, the matter 
was taken under advisement. by the 
board it beine understood that the 
petition presented in the morning ask- 
ine that an additional | horticultural 
commissioner bé appointed. would be 
considered separately from the petition 
asking for the removal of John Scott.

SOLDIERS’ 


Membership on New Year's Day—Some Fig- 
ures The New Boilers. 

New Year’s day found a total of 1220 
members on the Soldiers’ Home roster 
205 of whom were oyt on furlough, 
ieaving just fifteen more than 1000 to 
partake of holiday cheer and begin 1894 
under shelter of the home’s roaf. The 
uome year does not coincide with that 
of the oalendar, but begins July 1. 
Chis is, however, statistical time, and 
a few figures from the last complete 
year will lack neither in appropriate- 
ness nor interest. Since the home work 
was begun, in 1867, to June 30 last. 
(there are now seven branches of the 
National Home) 68,655 veterans have 
veen admitted. The total volunteers 
furnished by all the States during the 
war was 2,778,304. This statement is 
nserted for the purpose of comparison 
expenses of the home, maintenance 
mly, to June 30, entire, $24,800,000, in 
round numbers. 

For the fiscal year at the branch of 
the home there were 483 admissions 
103 readmissions, 195 discharges by re- 
quest and 59 deaths. The percentage of 
deaths to membership for the year was 
3.97, the year before 4.67. The average 
number in the hospital was 75, and the 
average age of the members 58. 

The total admissions to this branch of 
the home to June 30 was 1484. The 
total membership at all the homes at 
that date was 18,599. 

Since the close of the 
year the new water supply reservoir 
has been completed and put into use 
‘ts area is thirty acres; capacity 150,000,- 
000 gallons. It is dignified with the name 
lake, and out of compliment to Col. E 
F. Brown, inspector-general, is called 
Lake Brown. 

For the first time in about two years 
the fires under the boilers were banked 
Tuesday night. The occasion was the. 
connecting of the two new fifty-horse- 
power boilers just completed to the sys- 
tem as already in operation by the 
three similar boilers which have hith- 
erto done all the work. Now if Con- 
gress will get a cold weather move on 
itself and appropriate the price of fuel 
there will be no further complaint of 
cold in the quarters. Fuel has been 
the only lacking ingredient heretofore, 
but with five boilers the plant is in 
perfect condition to do its full work, 
fuel excepted. 

Boiler No. 2 has just been thoroughly 
refitted with tubes, and is as good as 
new. The sixth boiler, for which there 
is room, awaits Congressional bounty 
for building.

Points Against the Introduction of Fruit 
Pests—Wedding in High Society 
Circles—The Anaheim Beet- 
sugar Pactory. 


Horticultutal Commissioner Hiram 
Hamilton has sent the following com- 
munication to The Times with a request 
that it be given space in the columns 
of the paper. Mr. Hamilton states that 
this subject of root knot is of the ut- 
most importance to the fruit-growers of 
Southern California and that the infor- 
mation contained in the following will 
be of great interest to those who are 
interested in the progress of ‘fruit de- 
velopment: 

“The planting season being now close 
at "hand and the danger being ever 
present of introducing into the country 
new pests and diseases of trees and 
shrubbery, I wish to cal: attention of 
all intending to plant nursery stock im- 
ported from abroad to ordinance No. 17 
of the Board of Supervisors, requiring 
all persons receiving such stock to notify 
the nearest inspector of the arrival of 
the same and submit to an examination 
of said stock before planting. 

“By said ordinance No. 17, all stock 
brought to this country is in quaran- 
tine until inspected and parsed Dy a 
Horticultural Commissioner, and any 
person violating the provisions of this 
ordinance subjects himself to the pen- 
alties therein contained. 

“To secure the fricndly co-operation 
of all planters I have requested Prof. 
Newton B. Pierce, government expert 
of division of vegetable pathology, lo- 
cated at Santa Ana, and he has kindly 
consented to give me for publication a 
graphic statement of the varieties of 
root knot that afflict and threaten to 
injure (unless prevented from _ intro- 
duction by clese quarentine) horticul-. 
ture in Southern California. It is as 
follows: 

“First—Galls on the smaller roots of 
walnut, fig, peachsand other trees and 
plants. They are induced througn the 
work of several species of Nematode 
worms. The worms may be introduced 
in new regions by means of infested 
nursery stock and otherwise. Most in- 
jury is done to plants in moist and 
sandy soils. Nursery stock and beeis 
suffer to sc 1¢ extent in California. 
_“Second—Gatls on the roots of grape 
vines especially upon the finer fibers 
They are induced through the work oi 
phylloxera vaustatrix, a very destruc- 
tive insect easily introduced in new re- 
zions by means of infes: d plants. All 
European varieties of vines are killed 
by it. Vines are killed most rapidly on 
heavy soils. 

“Third—Tubercles on the roots of pea 
vines and closely related plants. They 
are iné@uced through the action of 
micro-o*ranisms, and are considered 
beneficial to the farmer. 3 

“Fourth—Tubercles on the roots of 
cabbages and closely related plants. A 
diseased condition induced by e 
slime mold (plasmodi ophora brassicae 
and called club root, fingers-and-toes 
ete. The fungus may be carried intc 
new regions b means of infested 
plants. It is not yet known in the 
gardens of California. 

“Fifth—Knots on the roots 
braincues of apple and other fruit trees 
They are induced through the actior 
of the wopolly aphis (schizoneura lan. 
igera.) The insect causes ‘great injur) 
to the trees it infests, and is easi!; 
carried on infested plants into new 
regions. 

“Sixth—Knots of cherry and plum 
branches. This trouble is known in. the 
Yast as black knot, and is inducee 
through the action of a parasitic fun. 
(sphacria morbosa) infesting the 
branches. There knots have never beer 
seen in California, so for as krown 
but the fungus is liable to be introduced 
on infested plan‘s. 

“Seventh—Knots on olive branches 
This disease is known as olive tuber. 
culosis. and is caused by a bac'llus 
It is not yet certcinly known in Coli 
fornia. It is comrion in Southern Eu. 
rope and elsewhere, and may be in- 
troduced on infested plants. 

“Piehth—Knots and canker-like inju 
ries of roots, trunks and branches of 
dectdvous trees and vines. This gerour 
includes a variety of affections va. 
riously known as root knot. black knot 
crown gall, ete. These affections are 
common to the veach walnut, grape 
and numerous other plants. It is no* 
vet demonstrated what the cause or 
eauses mev be. It *as not been showr 
in a saticfectorv manner that these 
diseases are contagious. 

“Riehth—There ‘ere galile 
knots, tubercles and swellines of va: 
rious parts of a ereat veriety of 
miants not tn the above list 
Thev are inéuced by manv differen* 
narasitic plents and arimals. Swell. 
ines caused bv the mistletoe, oak galls 
etc., are examn'es,
